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The President's Message 


In the QCWA Directors Guide, a handbook of many sec- 
tions, which describes the operation of our organization in 
great detail, we note a section entitled, "QCWA Purposes." In 
addition to those standard statements relating to promotion 
of friendship and cooperation; charitable, educational and 
scientific purposes, we find a statement, "QCWA shall work 
to preserve the history and traditions of early Amateur Radio 
and to honor the accomplishments of its pioneers.” It is this 
statement, in part, which will be addressed in this message. 


Several QCWA members have worked with extreme inter- 
est in efforts to preserve the ". . . history and traditions of 
early Amateur Radio. . .". Among those is former QCWA 
President, W2KW, who established a "QCWA Museum" at 
his home in Radio Hill, New York. Another person is former 
QCWA President, W2GHK, who labored long and hard to 
develop a possible permanent QCWA Museum at a univer- 
sity. Yet another is former QCWA Director, WOGFQ, who 
presently is exhibiting old time Amateur Radio gear at the 
Western Heritage Museum in Omaha, Nebraska. 


At last October's Board Meeting in Kansas City, the Execu- 
tive Director of the Western Heritage Museum made an 
excellent presentation with an offer of space for a QCWA 
Museum at his location. It was wonderful opportunity and 
the Board voted its acceptance of this site. A few weeks ago, 
it was possible for me to visit the site with WOGFQ and see 
first hand what we had accepted. Without any doubt, we are 
very fortunate. This area of the country is the home of Lee 
De Forest. The Museum already has an exhibit in honor of 
this well known figure in radio. The Telephone Pioneers of 
America presently have an exhibit there and it is expected to 
be expanded. We would be a part of a Communications wing 
with other exhibits in the world of communications. 


As presently envisioned, we would provide a history of 
Amateur Radio through the decades , . . showing typical 
Amateur Radio stations of each decade from the very early 
days right up to, and including, a modern, operating radio 
station of the '90's. This concept meets with the approval of 
the Museum Director and most certainly gives QCWA some- 
thing it has wanted for many years. Our sincere thanks go 
to those who have already labored long and hard to provide 
something of this nature. Their efforts have not been in vain 
because we may certainly wish to incorporate some of the 
fruits of their endeavors in the Western Heritage Museum. 


Now... before many of you begin bombarding us with 
offers .. . let us review a few points. First, the museum will 
not be fully ready to accommodate an exhibit such as we 
presently envision until almost two years from now. Por- 
tions of the existing building will be modified to accept many 
contemplated exhibits. While the museum is presently open 
for visitors to view a number of exhibits, it is far from ready 
for the many things the staff is planning to do. We must work 
with them to assure that both their and our objectives are 
met. Quite a bit of planning is still required. 


A second point is that we don't want you to throw away 
anything you think might be of value to the "decades" 
concept. Here is an approach which should be satisfactory. 
Ifany of you have equipment . . . especially from the early 


spark days . . . please submit a written description plus 
photograph to Leo Meyerson, WOGFQ. Note his addresses 
highlighted elsewhere in this edition (see page 51). Do NOT 
ship anything to the museum. At this time there is very 
limited space for storage, but we might be able to accept a 
few items if it is absolutely necessary. 


Incidentally, we will eventually be looking for "period type" 
magazines, catalogs, QSL cards (those you don't need, 
anymore), audio tapes and movie/video material. These 
items will serve as background material for the envisioned 
“decade positions." 


Does this sound interesting? I certainly hope so! We can 
do a wonderful service to" . . . preserve the history and 
traditions of early Amateur Radio . . ." Can you help?

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DOES THE FUTURE HOLD ROSES 
OR TEARS? 


The amateur service is constantly under siege - we have 
choice frequency assignments, wanted by commercial 
interests, and we are facing a never ending fight to retain 
what we have. Among the problems we face are: (1) losing 
frequency allocation and (2) accepting more restrictive 
controls, Most of us are well aware of the loss of frequencies 
(UPS & 220 MHz). We are not all fully aware of the steadily 
increasing clamor against the amateur service by the 
public. When you can be heard in your neighbor's tele- 
phone, or Hi-Fi, or his garage door goes up when you 
transmit, etc., he sees you as being at fault. Set aside the 
fact that you may be technically clear - your neighbor cares 
nothing about spurious emissions, etc. He only knows that 
his telephone works perfectly when you are off the air and 
he can't use it when you are on the air. Ergo! - you are at 
fault. Upset & frustrated, he writes his congressman and 
the FCC. What do they do? The congressman ts distressed 
by the complaints, he talks to the FCC whose feelings about 
the Amateur Service may not likely to be flattering, and 
counts votes. Calming ten mad neighbors counts a good 
deal more in his decision making processes than standing 
up for one HAM on the defensive! 


And, we must very quickly get off the kick that simply 
because we can show compliance with the terms of our 
license that we are white knights. The terms of a license 
can quickly be modified by the political process. 


For many years (nearly 30), I have been well acquainted 
with RFI problems in so far as blanketing interference is 
concerned. The consulting firm with which I was associ- 
ated fought actively to get the FCC to exercise its powers in 
establishing standards for manufactured equipments, such 
as TV sets, etc., which would insure that they would work 
satisfactorily in an environment of intense (and legal) 
radiation from other services. It was proven time and again 
that TV sets, and other consumer equipments could be 
built which would reject extraneous signals, often times at 
very lowcost. Uniformly, during the years, the FCC refused 
to take the steps necessary to solve the matter - yielding to 
the pressure of manufacturers who fought establishment 
of standards which would protect customers and other 
services. As professional consultants, we were in many 
cases working for powerful broadcast (TV & AM) clients 
and, in no case did we ever get more than five cents worth 
of consideration in our pleas for manufacturers’ standards 
which would insure that consumer equipment could func- 
tion ina real and hostile environment. The manufacturers 
lobby was too strong! 


Not so long ago, the FCC was considering modification 
and updating of Part 97 of the Rules. Among the proposals 
was one which would have permitted the FCC to restrict an 
amateurs operation, even if he was technically in compli- 
ance, in the event of interference complaints from the 
public. This proposal was finally dropped because of 
strong amateur opposition to a rule which deprived us of 
legal recourse. Now, it appears that the FCC is again 


attempting to find a way to resolve problems which stem 
directly from its years of procrastination - that is, years in 
which it could have established manufacturers’ standards 
that would insure consumer equipment would function in 
the real world. The FCC is (contrary to what they might say) 
definitely being backed into the corner of considering 
lowering power limitations for amateur operators. Innearly 
every case of serious interference to consumer products 
there are three methods of resolution. (1) take the amateur 
off the air (2) attempt corrective modification of the con- 
sumer product and (3) reduce the amateur station's oper- 
ating power and hours of operation. The first solution 
always works. The second solution works some times and 
the third solution works nearly all of the time. Adopting a 
lower power limitation would be seen by the FCC as a 
compromise, not a penalty! Correcting the consumer 
product generally requires modification of the TV set, Hi- 
Fi, etc., and your neighbor may not cooperate, taking the 
stand that you, the amateur, are the problem. Right or 
wrong, he can cause you misery, The remaining viable 
solution is to reduce operating power. Where you are now 
running 1.5 kW peak, reducing to 0.25 kW will nearly 
always reduce perceived interference to an acceptable level. 
What better way, from the FCC's standpoint, can there be 
to solve an aggravation than modification of Part 97 to 
specify maximum power of 250 watts? Particularly if one 
considers the small gain in signal strength obtained by 
power alone. 


As I see it, we may be in a precarious position with respect 
to power. The following is a table of loss in signal strength 
by power change, using 1.5 kW as a reference level: 


1.5 kw 0.0 dB 

1.0 kW -1.76 dB 
kW -4.77 dB 
.25 kW -7.78 dB 


lowering from 1500 to 250 watts would, at any instant, 
produce a signal reduction of less than 2 S-units. Hardly 
overwhelming. Particularly when one considers the consis- 
tently expressed glee at hearing that our signal is 20, 30 or 
40 dB over S-9 on many of our contacts. Should the rules 
be modified to specify lower amateur power levels we must 
consider ourselves in no small measure at fault. The rules 
have been clear forever, regarding use of minimum power 
to maintain contact. We have consistently reported, on the 
air, signal levels greatly in excess of that needed. I cannot 
recall ever hearing anyone report they are reducing power 
to lower levels specified by the law. The problem has been 
aggravated by proliferation of solid-state devices and wide- 
band equipments that are susceptible to RFI, and the 
pressure to do something is building! 


Could the FCC possibly be considering such a solution? 
My feeling is, absolutely! They are people who live in the 
real world. Their regard for the Amateur Service and the 
value it may represent to the public does not seem over- 
whelming. It is my opinion that the Amateur Service may 
see real pressure for a substantial power limitation, and 
soon!

The WS5YI Report, April 15, 1991, reported on the FCC 
release of survey material taken in February, to determine 
amateur compliance with the rules regarding operating 
power. It concluded most amateur stations do not comply 
with power limitations in 97.313(a): That reducing power 
will significantly reduce interference problems without 
degrading amateur contacts: That additional suppression 
means may be required to eliminate interference. 


Fred Maia discussed the report with Jeffrey Young, of the 
Enforcement Division, FCC - asking, why doesn't the FCC 
use its authority to enforce RF interference susceptibility 
rules for consumer products. Young's* answer - "Doing the 
public interest often means doing what most people want. 
My feeling is that there's a trade-off. It may cost five dollars 
per TV set to reduce susceptibility to the point where it 
would make a big difference for hams. So it's a question of 
economics. Also, the Amateur Radio Service is not a 
safety service or a service on which someone's life 
depends. It's a hobby service. If the power limits for the 
Business Radio Service were as high as they are foramateur 
stations, and if their frequencies were similar, then you 
would see avery much different response from this Agency. 
Those would be (business radio) stations you can't shut 
down. If somebody made the point that it might cost one or 
two dollars per set to reduce susceptibility, that might push 
them (the FCC) over." 


*Young stated that his foregoing reply does not necessarily 
represent his own or the Commission's opinion. 


It appears from the foregoing that the FCC considers that 
the Amateur Service work in the public interest is without 
substantial value and that amateur radio, at best, serves to 
provide us with a hobby to keep us outof mischief. We seem 
truly to be on the bottom of the totem pole of respect. 


One might say that if there is a problem in getting a pizza 
delivered, that business radio over which this is done 
appears to be considered life-saving, and that such com- 
munication service cannot be interrupted. 


In regard to the statements regarding reducing suscepti- 
bility of consumer products to RF fields from other services, 
for more than thirty years that I am aware of, reputable 
consulting firms have petitioned the Commission to estab- 
lish and enforce requirements that consumer products be 
designed to work in a hostile real-world environment. 
These appeals were made on behalf of commercial clients, 
in most cases, TV and FM facilities. The FCC initiated 
studies and made determinations of what might be done. 
None of the studies were ever used to establish RF suscep- 
tibility standards. In every case in my memory, the final 
action of the Commission was to state that it would all 
probably come out OK if left to the manufacturers and the 
market place. Well, we're right now just where we were 30 
years ago. Manufacturers resist spending ten-cents! In 
fairness, $5 might provide sufficient isolation for a garage 
door opener, a telephone or similar device but experience 
has shown that wide-band TV and good solid-state Hi FI 
equipment would probably require many more dollars to 
desensitize them to RFI. 


THOUGHTS ON SCIENCE FOR CITIZENS 


In the Spring, 1991 QCWA Journal we printed editorial 
comment regarding the problems associated with future 
contemporary living, and judgments by citizens regarding 
decisions that can very greatly affect life in our country. The 
following is a discussion of some of the problems, and his 
observations regarding the matter. Tim P. Yoho Ph.D. and 
WASD, is Professor of Biology at Lock Haven University. He 
can be contacted at the University, Lock Haven, PA 17745 
(Dept 5041-Yoho). 


“As a University professor for 17 years, I am well aware of 
the ignorance of science in our society including those who 
have an education beyond high school. | agree that young 
people should know more science to prepare them for the 
challenges of the ‘real world’ and for a better understanding 
of ever more complicated technology. There are, however, 
some problems. 


I teach biology major in upper level courses as well as non- 
science majors in a Basic Biology course and with few 
exceptions, I am very discouraged to report that most of our 
American youth are not very motivated. There is a general 
apathy about learning which increases with ‘more difficult 
subjects’ such as science. The problem starts in our 
elementary and secondary schools system, and ts partially 
related to teachers who have less time to teach because of 
administrative duties and discipline problems and because 
of lack of support of education by the parents of these 
children. Many parents don't have time to help or, they may 
be incapable of helping, or they don't care to do so, At one 
time in this country, education and teachers were re- 
spected. This remains true in other countries, but not in the 
USA. Even the comic strips in our newspapers poke fun at 
education with characters such as Nancy, Sluggo, or Shoe 
hating every minute of it. My best students are foreign 
exchange students. 


Until society puts a greater value on education, gives more 
respect to the teaching profession, gets the parents involved 
with the education of their children, our generally ignorant 
society and especially our science ignorant society will 
remain the same or get worse. I guarantee that given the 
present attitude of our students, requiring 4 years of 
Physics or requiring fundamentals of Neuroscience for our 
liberal arts students (I assume you mean non-science 
majors) is not realistic. As a Physiologist with a good 
background in physics and biochemistry, lam hard pressed 
to explain general physiology to science majors. 


lagree that topics such as the nature of science, ecological 
problems of our world, genetic technology and general 
physical concepts should be taught and in fact should be 
integrated into one course. Non-science majors at this 
university are being ‘exposed’ to these concepts in several 
different courses offered by the various science depart- 
ments. We are presently in the process of designing an 
integrated science course which will do some of the things 
suggest in your editorial. 


The problems, however, remain. We don't have more 
young people interested in Ham Radio, because most young 
people are not motivated to learn the more difficult concepts 
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which to most includes science. I supported the no-code 
license, but I will be very surprised if this change makes a 
major impact in bringing younger Hams into our ranks. I 
love this hobby and have tried to get our college students 
interested, but have made only two converts in 17 years. 


In summary, the problem of getting younger people into 
Ham Radio and the problem of science and technology 
ignorance in our society are both related to lack of value or 
emphasis placed on education in this country. What is the 
answer? I don't know, but maybe its time for another 
Sputnik scare.” 


ARIZONA TOWER HEIGHT CHALLENGE 


Editor’ Comment: Following is a brief review of the efforts 
of Arizona Hams which were successful in getting tower 
height law limitations exempted for amateur stations. Cal 
Turner, WI6S provided the story material. 


The City of Sedona lies in a picturesque area in Arizona. 
Population is 7,700 with an annual tourist influx of 3 
million. The city, desiring to protect the scenic beauty of the 
area, had established a ban on towers in residential areas 
anda height limitation of 25 feet, for all structures including 
church steeples. With 40 hams in the area, a steering 
committee was formed to establish strategy and to deter- 
mine subject matter and to name those who would make 
presentations to the City Council. Project categories con- 
sidered were (1) Technical, (2) Historical, (3) Legal, PRB-1, 
(4) Emergency service. 


The Committee made an initial presentation to the Council 
in 1989, The Council referred the Amateur request for 
exemption to the Planning and Zoning staff. The staff 
verified the existence of PRB-1. Several sessions between 
the Amateur Committee and the Planning/Zoning Commit- 
tee resulted in a split decision in which the Zoning Commit- 
tee recommended amateurs be exempted from tower height 
limitation if they adhered to a reclining length for towers 
and, if the operator no longer holds a valid license, the tower 
would be dismantled. 


At this point Cal, WI6S, wrote to prominent citizens, to the 
Red cross, to The County Emergency Services Director, etc., 
requesting them to write to the City Council expressing their 
support of the need for reasonable antenna heights by 
amateur operators. The amateur steering committee re- 
searched 13 other cities having no height limitation or a 70 
to 100 foot limitation. WI6S summarized this information 
in a letter to the City Council. After several Council 
sessions, an ordinance was adopted reading as follows: 


Towers & antennas. Towers and antennas used 
by Federally licensed amateur radio operators shall be 
exempt from the district's height limitations for build- 
ings. Any such tower or antenna must be so located on 
the lot that its reclining length (in case of collapse) 
would be contained within the bounds thereof. If the 
operator no longer holds a valid federal amateur radio 
operator's license, then the tower and antenna must be 
dismantled. 


Our experience proves that you must have a presentation 
plan and watch for opportunities to present your case. We 
were aided by having Len Silvern, K6RXU as a member of 
the City Council, who kept us up to date on developments. 
Verde Valley Amateur Radio association members who 


supported the effort were: George Hopping, NZ7I; Bill

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QUARTER CENTURY WIRELESS ASSN 
April 19 - 20, 1991 at Irving, Texas 


Meeting called to order by President Harry Dannals. All of the Board 
were present with exception of Director Jack Kelleher who was 
unavoidably absent. General Manager Ted Heithecker, President 
Emeritus Leland Smith and three invited guests (candidates in the 
upcoming election}: John Lindell, WOYCY, Robert Ray, W5ZMI and 
Bill Stevens, W6ZM were also in attendance. 


Amoment of silence was observed for those who became silent keys 
since the last meeting and especially Pete Backstrom, W3DM, 
Director of the Board. 


‘The President's oral report supplemented his monthly letters to the 
Board. This report included comments concerning: Special 75 year 
Awards; approval of the work by the new Committees - also his 
intention to appoint three new Committee members-at-large; com- 
ments on improvements in the QCWA Journal; No-Code review - his 
overall assessment of the new No-Code license - acknowledgment of 
those that contributed to the QCWA No-Code filing; review of a 
tentative nine point agreement with the Western Heritage Museum 
- discussing those areas that must be further clarified; Presidential 
Awards; plans for the Dayton Hamfest and those who will be 
attending; plans for a new QCWA Chapter booth Kit for use at 
hamfests and conventions; tellers for the 1991 election; general FCC 
matters, i.e.., packet radio problems, power surveys and scanner 
regulations. He also reported that Director Kelleher was attending 
an overseas WARC preparatory meeting. 


‘The General Manager's Report was presented to the Board. GM 
Heithecker advises there was a small increase in gross income from 
HQ activities. No apparent *back-lash" from the No-Code decision - 
only a few complaints received. HQ has inaugurated a serious effort 
to establish firm cost analysis on all QCWA work. This info will 
eventually give Directors a guide on where savings can be initiated. 
Ted is predicting a complete cost analysis will be ready for the Board 
at Canton, Ohio, 


‘The Secretary presented a brief report to the Board of his activities 
during the period. Special thanks was extended to the Board for their 
timely response on mail polling and sending in their Committee 
reports. The Secretary gave a run-down on the mail poll voting by 
subject and decision. Voting included approval of Chapter #16 to 
sponsor the'92 Convention, By-Law changes and fournew Chapters: 
175, 176, 177 and 178. 


‘Treasurer Randles provided a financial report covering the last six 
months of 1990. He indicated that high cash revenues for 1990 
resulted from members paying dues in advance to avoid dues 
increase in'91. Scholarship monies are in CDs with an interest rate 
of 8.22% maturing in 1992. He advised that QCWA financial 
condition is good but interest rates are still falling. 


Committee Reports: 


Director Lew McCoy presented the Finance & Administration Report. 
McCoy discussed his investigations into possible cost reductions of 
the Journal. A check with several printers found that our present 
printer prices are very competitive. Both Dir. McCoy and Pres. 
Dannals commended Ted on the fine job he is doing at HQ. 


Membership Services & Activities report was presented by Chairman 
Charlton. A motion for a proposed name change for Chapter 9 from 
Dayton-Cincinnati to Southwest Ohio Chapter 9 was made and 


passed. In order to provide additional cost saving to @CWA. the 
committee proposed to modify the Q@CWA election process to provide 
for elections of the entire Board every two years. The Board accepted 
this proposal by modifying the By-Laws to permit this change to take 
effect in the 1994 elections. (See a special list of By-Law changes 
elsewhere in this Journal.) This change is expected to save QCWA 
several thousand dollars every other year. 


Convention Coordinator Chairman Wes Randles gave a report on the 
up-coming Conventions in Canton, Ohio (1991) and Phoenix, Arizona 
(1992). Plans are moving forward nicely for the Canton Convention 
in the Fall. He has been assured that all is proceeding well for the 
Phoenix Convention. The Pelican Chapter 128 in St Petersburg has 
offered to host the ‘93 Convention - the Board accepted their offer by 
formal vote. 


‘The report from Activities Manager Norm Dias was presented by Wes 
Randles. The results of the recent QSO Party were presented and the 
Board was informed that Manager Dias was sending out award 
certificates. The Board then entered into a discussion of rules for 
QSO Party scoring as brought forth by many participants. As a 
result, the Board approved a simplified method of scoring wherein the 
total number of different States worked will be the multiplier, (total 
number of contacts times total number of states) The present 
exchange format will continue as in the past. 


The Audio Cassette Report from Blanche Randles was presented by 
Wes Randles. While the programis proceeding successfully, Blanche 
is seeking additional publicity. The GM will put a notice in Hot Line 
Report. The volunteer reader ts now back on his feet - there are some 
55 cassettes presently being mailed. 


Plans and Programs Report prepared by Chairman Kelleher was 
presented by Vice President Hugh Winter. Considerable discussion 
was given by members of the Board on their experiences with their 
own Chapter members in connection with making special tapes of 
member experiences. All agreed that while this had been fairly 
successful it was a big undertaking requiring much tape and editing 
time. Hugh reminded the Board that we must remain aware of 
proposals by the FCC. The Committee recommends that the QCWA 
President perform this task. 


Plans & Programs Committee member Walt Brink led a discussion 
relating to Amateur Radio education in the school system. He 
mentioned difficulties he had experienced, but other members of the 
Board related their experiences which had received support. The 
educational program will continue to be a point of strong focus within 
Qcwa. 


The Publicity Committee Report was presented by Bob Rickey, 
Chairman. He recounted the trip made by Directors Charlton, Walsh 
and himself out to the Montana/Wyoming Hamfest and about 
presenting the Honor Award to Herb Gleed, W6FQ. Dir. Randles 
advised the Board about paid Q@CWA Ads. He named a series of 
Hamfests and publications involved. Some of those included: Dayton 
Hamfest, Florida Skip, WorldRadio Magazine, Miami Hamboree, 
Orlando Hamfest and Auto-Call (at no cost). The idea ofa YL column 
was brought up but received no support from Board members. Dir. 
Rickey expressed his appreciation to the Committee and especially to 
Ethel Smith, WorldRadio QCWA column editor. 


‘The Scholarship Fund report was presented by Chairman Leland 
Smith. He answered the old question: “Why doesn't @CWA handle 
its own Scholarship program?” by simply stating that the arrange- 
ment with the Foundation for Amateur Radio (FAR) is a bargain! He 
related that his review of the FAR report, shared with President 
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Dannals mentioned meeting FAR Scholarship Chairman Hugh 
Tumbull, W3ABC, and his committee at a recent QCWA/FAR 
Banquet in Washington, D.C. Director McCoy offered a motion that 
QCWA Scholarships shall be available to all classes of Amateur Radio 
licensees. The motion passed unanimously. 


Areport on progress of a special QCWA QSL investigation made by 
Director Kelleher was presented. The Board reviewed several designs 
and approved one. The General Manager will obtain quotes for 
various quantities and discuss other details with the printer relating 
to overprinting and handling. The intent fs to keep the costs as low 
as possible with @CWA’s handling costs kept to an absolute mini- 
mum. Details will be covered in the Journal. 


The Board then reviewed a series of items received from the Ohio- 
Pennsylvania QCWA 5 Chapter Coordinating Committee relating to 
aWARC donation, regional representation and Director Backstrom's 
successor. The Board took no formal action on the proposals and the 
president will respond to the committee. 


Standing Committee Assignments. President Dannals stated that a 
few changes will be required in the committee assignments following 
the 1991 election results. These changes will be made before the Fal! 
meeting of the Board so that all committees will be at full strength. 
He presented for the Board's approval the names of three Member- 
at-Large additions: Art Monsees, W4BK, to the Finance & Admini- 
stration Committee; Larry Shima, WOPAN, to the Plans & Programs 
Committee and Kate Saul, AE2Z, to the Membership Committee. The 
Board approved all appointments. 


On motion of Director Walsh, the Board voted to authorize the use 
ofa ballot counting computer program ona back-up trial basis in the 
ballot counting which will take place this year. The program was 
developed by a QCWA member and will provide a number of 
significant statistical parameters. 


Treasurer Randles requested and received approval by the Board of 
the 1991 Budget. 


‘The Board entered into an extensive discussion relating to House Bill 
H.R. 73, No QCWA policy decision was made. 


The Membership Services & Activities Committee was assigned the 
project of determining how best to use the @CWA's call sign, W2MM, 
in the activities of the organization. It will be used at the Canton, 
Ohio, National QCWA Convention this year, 


‘The dates for the Board's next meeting were announced as September 
26-27, corresponding to the National Convention dates of September 
27-28. As customary, the Board will recess, report to the Convention 
and return for final Board business before adjourning.

BOOK REVEIW

QTC (I have a message for you) by: Sparks (Ray 
Redwood) 
Sequoia Press, 2502 Cockburn Dr, Austin, TX 78745 


QTC is a seagoing radioman's scrapbook of wireless 
history. Ray started out as a wireless operator in the 
Royal Airforce in WW-II. He felt he had become a real 
“sparks” when he had served as Radio Officer alone 
on a British merchant vessel. Later he became a U. 
S. citizen traveling all over the world on U. S. Ships. 


The Author begins with a history of wireless experi- 
ments and experiences by Marconi with acknolwledge- 
ment of many experimenters who preceded him. He 
then covers extensive personal experiences a “Sparks” 
on various vessels. The book ends with a very 
detailed discussion on the Titanic disaster some of 
which give a different viewpoint of the tragedy. 


Anyone interested in the early days of wireless

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SOONER OR LATER YOU ARE 
GOING TO WANT TO SEND A CQ FROM 
A RETIREMENT/REST HOME CENTER! 


Some fraternal organizations may have space in their 
retirement homes for location of an amateur radio station. 
This could make it possible for we “old timers” to send CQ 
and perhaps work DX provided we don't interfere with the 
other “old Timers” who just want to watch TV. But what 
about retirees that live in retirement centers not permitting 
operation of a “Ham” rig. Retirement centers may object to 
an amateur station on premises for several reasons: Aes- 
thetics, insurance problems, interference with TV or to 
medical apparatus and possibly pace-makers. One could 
goonand on thinking up reasons why a “ham station” is not 
practical in a retirement home. 


Most of the reasons why it wouldn't work disappear if we 
have a remote-controlled operation, preferably by land- 
wire. Here are a few ideas that might make this possible, 
For example, where could one locate a remote-controlled 
transmitter? - on whose property? - who would own the 
station? - who would license the station? - QCWA?, Chapter 
41? or QCWA National? Well, we've been paying taxes for 
70 years - maybe we could put the transmitter on city 
property, maybe in the Jail, or with the cities transmitting 
facility. Or, maybe we could put a ham set atop one of the 
school buildings. Or, the city may operate an airport where 
space could be made available. It would seem that if need 
could be shown, a location could be obtained. 


In any project money is needed - where could we get it? 
Well, we might set up a National Trust Fund. We might take 
up collections to celebrate the lives of members as they pass 
on. One could hustle contributions from radio equipment 
manufacturers. Members of QCWA could bequeath and 
devise their radio equipment and/or property to a QCWA 
Retirement Trust Fund. An “Old Timer” entering a retire- 
ment home might donate his gear to the operation - in 
which case QCWA would only need to get a site and control 
equipment. One way to insure a continuing system would 
be to associate the system with science classes in schools 
- enlisting the young people to install, maintain and use the 
system when not in use by the “Old Timers”. It is possible 
that the ARRL might be interested in such a project. It offers 
much to our old timers, and would introduce young people 
into scientific and engineering endeavors. 


“Old Gus” thinks time is wasting. I believe it possible to get 
this going. What do you think? Let's hear from you on the 
subject. The most certain way to get something done is to 
get opinions - your opinion is requested!

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NEW SATELLITE STATUS - 


Last issue it was reported that two new satellites, RS-12/13 and 
AO-21, had just been launched. Since that time, one of these has 
come “on line” while the other one has developed a problem that 
is under investigation. 


After a brief period of checkout, RS-12/13 has been placed “on 
line.” This clone of RS-10/11 has been filling out a new “easy 
bird” role and has been the vehicle for some new propagation 
experimentation. Most of it's operation has been with the RS-12 
transponder and it has been operating modes K and K/T most of 
the time. For those of you that may be wandering, mode K has 
an uplink in the 15 meter band and a downlink in the 10 meter 
band, Mode K/T is an extension of that capability with an 
additional downlink in the 2 meterband simultaneously. Equip- 
ment required to work this “easy bird” could consist of a 15 meter 
transmitter, a 10 meter receiver, and two dipoles. You will be 
surprised how easy it is to work this “bird.” As a matter of fact 
many stations working 15 meters actually go through the “bird” 
without realizing it. Two way QSO's have been made through this 
“bird” without the satellite being in line of sight of either end of 
the QSO. Acasc in point is Pat Gowen, G3IOR, to stations in New 
Zealand and other parts of the South Pacific. Peculiarities of 
Geography and Orbital Mechanics have prevented Pat from 
making these contacts until now. In case you want to try this 
operation here are the frequencies involved.

Keep in mind the “Golden Rule of Satellites;” - Use only low duty 
cycle, narrow band modes of operation; i.e., SSB and CW not FM. 
Itshould alsobe pointed out thatyour transmitter, receiver, and 
antennas must be capable of simultaneous operation so that you 
can find yourself and correct for Doppler. A single multiband 
transceiver will not fill the bill. A typical setup might consist of 
your normal HF transceiver and antenna transmitting on 15 
meters while you listen with an independent HF receiver on 10 
meters, Ofcourse you could also listen on 2 meters witha 2 meter 
multimode radioor you could put a 2 to 10 meter converter ahead 
of your 10 meter receiver, Simple antennas work well on any of 
the bands involved. TRY IT - YOU'LL LIKE IT. 


Initially, AO-21 got off to a good start; however, it soon fell into 
“hard times.” Both the lincar and RUDAK transponders were 
checked out and the RUDAK voice synthesizer was heard saying 
- “I'm completely operational and my circuits are functioning 
perfectly.” Shortly thereafter, a command error was made and 
excessive attenuation was inadvertently placed in the command 
receiver receive path. Since that time it has been impossible to 
command new modes and functions. The “bird” appears to be 
healthy and puts out a strong signal in CW on 145.820 MHz plus 
orminus Doppler. The Germans and the Russians have not given 
upyet. New ideas are still being developed on ways to recover full 
operation. WAIT AND WATCH. 


MIR - 
Musa Manarov, U2MIR, continues to operate packet and voice on 


145,550 from the Soviet Space Station, MIR. Competition is still 
intense for contacts with Musa from the USA. 
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According to reliable sources, a British YL, Helen, will be joining 
the cosmonauts aboard MIR on May 21, 1991. She has been 
assigned the call sign GB1MIR/U and will be conducting a 
mission similar to the recent Shuttle Amateur Radio Experiment 
(SAREX) on STS-37. Helen will be talkingalmost exclusively with 
schoolchildren in Great Britain via amateur radio. 


In other important news concerning MIR and U2MIR, a 70cm 
transceiver has been donated by Icom and it is expected that 
Musa will soon be heard on a down-link frequency of 432.675 
MHz FM, It is not known whether this new addition will be for 
packet or voice, Once GB1MIR/U arrives, more information will 
be forthcoming.

S8TS-37 - 


On April 5, 1991, the Space Shuttle Atlantis was launched with 
a record of five amateur radio operators aboard. During the next 
six days, several Shuttle Amateur Radio Experiments (SAREX) 
took place, Amateur radio relays of conversations between the 
Astronauts and school children placed high on the list of accom- 
plishments. For the first time ever, live fast scan TV was uplinked 
tothe Shuttle. Slow scan TV downlink and two way voice contacts 
were successful. Packet radio and slow scan TV uplinks were 
impaired due to equipment problems that developed in the 
SAREX hardware on board. An un-scheduled space walk asso- 
ciated with the primary mission and other mission duties cut into 
the available time for the SAREX operations. All in all, it was 
considered a very successful mission. 


Plans are being made for future SAREX missions but they have 
not been announced yet. Keep tuned for future developments. 


DAYTON - 


Amateur Radio Satellites were again the topic of forums held on 
Friday and Saturday at the annual Dayton HAMVENTION. The 
AMSAT booth was the center of much discussion and information 
throughout the whole three day weekend. Two new books were 
introduced to the satellite users. One by Gould Smith, WA4SXM, 
contains all the information you will ever need to know about 
capturing, decoding, and processing telemetry from the Amateur 
Radio Satellites. This book ts an excellent source for information 
abouta very fascinating part of the amateur radio satellite hobby. 
The second book is a long needed “Beginner's Guide to the 
Microsats.” This book and a companion piece of software is 
designed to help newcomers over the hurdles and onto the 
Microsats without all of the trial and error needed up to now. 
These books along with new offerings from the ARRL and new 
trinkets helped make up the void left by not having new satellite 
tracking software to introduce this year. 


Much of the conversation this year centered around the new DSP 
modem technology being introduced. These devices should 
revolutionize digital communications in the near future. One 
device can replace all of the different modems and decoding 
devices currently required to operate all of the different modes 
now in use on the “birds” and on the ground. All that will be 
required in the future will be a piece of software for each mode. 


In the evenings this year we had three satellite related functions. 
On Thursday evening, a group of fifteen dedicated satelliters 
gathered for dinner at Jay's Seafood Restaurant. On Friday 
evening, a larger group (40 to 50) gathered at the Barnsider for 
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dinner. Saturday evening the HAMVENTION Banquet featured, 
among other things, Tony England, WOORE, as the featured 
speaker. Also at the banquet, the Technical Achievement Award 
of the Year went to Lou McFadin, W5DID, of the Johnson Space 
Center. Lou developed, installed, obtained approvals, ete. for all 
of the equipment used on the SAREX missions to date. All of us 
owe Lou a vote of thanks for his efforts on behalf of the SAREX 
missions. All of the work done on behalf of AMSAT, ARRL, and 
the Amateur Radio Operators of the World is done as a volunteer 
and in addition to his normal duties at NASA. 


PHASE IID - 


The next major satellite project to be undertaken by the joint 
efforts of AMSAT-DL, AMSAT-NA, AMSAT-UK, and others will be 
the Phase IIID Project. Representatives of all of these organiza- 
tions and more gathered in Marburg, Germany, this past week for 
the second major design conference for this project. According 
to early reports, much progress was made. Details of the design 
will be reported here as they become available. The stated goal 
going into this conference was a 10 dB improvement in link 
margins over AO-13. This would permit a great relaxation in 
ground station requirements for use of the satellite. Hopefully, 
this project will come to fruition before anything happens to AO- 
13, 


AQ-13 & AO-10 - 


During the Spring re-orientation of AO-13, a geo-magnetic storm 
and a latent software problem conspired to create a temporary 
attitude problem. As a result of these problems, the desired 
attitude was reached in a matter of week instead of the usual 
days, During the prolonged “attitude adjustment” the normal 
mode schedule was interrupted and only Mode B was permitted. 
This problem is now behind us and a normal mode schedule has 
been resumed. The number of operators possessing DXCC 
through satellites is growing at a rapid pace due to the excellent 
operation of AO-13. The ever popular “Ops Nets” and “ZROTests” 
are in place again and functioning well. 


Don't forget the satellites, particularly AO-13, for Field Day in 
June. In addition to the 100 point satellite bonus for at least one 
contact through a satellite, you can count satellites like another 
band and not be required to change your transmitter category, 
Last year, WSIU, operating as the General Dynamics Fort Worth 
Radio Club Station, made 130 contacts through satellites, 
mostly AO-13. This year there {s talk of a special AMSAT 
Challenge for Field Day. Details will be released as they develop. 
Watch the AMSAT News Service bulletins for details. The 
opportunities to showcase Amateur Radio Satellites will never be 
better. 


As of this writing, AO-10 is completing it's period of dormancy. 
By the time you read this, it should be back in full operation on 
Mode B for another three months. Although long since “brain 
dead” this old “bird” still gives good service when the Sun angles 
are favorable. Not bad for a “bird” launched in 1983 with a rocky 
ride to orbit. 


GENERAL - 


In the preceding paragraphs, I have tried toat least mention most 
of the active Amateur Radio Satellites with emphasis on the new 
ones. Never before have we had such a variety to pick from. We 
currently have twelve active Amateur Radio Satellites in service. 
Ifyou count MIR and the Space Shuttles that brings the total to 
fourteen. By the time you read this, UOSAT-F, should be in orbit. 
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This new “bird” built by the University of Surrey in England is 
awaiting a ride aboard an Ariane launcher in Korou. The launch 
has been delayed due to a third stage booster problem that is 
currently under investigation in France. UOSAT-F is the replace- 
ment for UO-15 that failed approximately one day after launch in 
January of 1990. A successful launch here will bring the total to 
fifteen. Ofcourse there are still times when there are no satellites 
available to work during the course of a day; however, there are 
also times when you have to make choices. 


With all of these satellites available, we desperately need more 
users to fully develop the potential that exists. Forget the stories 
you may have heard about how hard and expensive it is to use 
satellites, Start with the example at the beginning of this article, 
RS-12, and get your feet wet. Some of the most active satellite 
operators I know are QCWA members. Obtain a copy of “The 
Satellite Experimenter’s Handbook" by Dr. Marty Davidoff, K2UBC, 
from AMSAT or the ARRL and get started. 


Over the course of the last few months, | have received several 
letters, comments on nets, and personal comments at Hamfests 
about this column. I want to thank each of you that made the 
effort to give me your words of encouragement. I fully intend to 
keep up the effort to keep you informed. Your comments make tt 
worth while. If you have questions, don't hesitate to write. 
Sometimes I'm a little slow, but I will try my best to answer all 
questions. Ifyou arecurrently on HF, check in on the AMSAT nets 
for news and assistance. The primary nets are: 1) Tuesday 
Evening @ 2000 - 2300 CDT on 3840 kHz, 2) Sunday Afternoon 
@1800 - 2000 UTC on 14.282 MHz, and 3) Sunday Evening @ 
2300 - 2400 UTC on 18.155 MHz. During the twenty meter net. 
there is also a net on 21.280 MHz. See you on the “birds” or the 
nets!

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Chapter 89 will be highlighted in this issue because they 
responded to our call for information about their activities. 
South Carolina, known as the “Palmetto State,” is the home 
of Chapter 89. 


SIZE AND OFFICERS: At this time there is only one chapter 
in South Carolina. Chapter 89 has 76 members, at this 
writing, and hopes to have 80 by the time you read this. 
Chapter 89 intends to continue recruiting and havea couple 
of hundred members. Even though this chapter has a 
President, a First Vice President, a Second Vice President, 
and a Secretary/Treasurer, only a Second Vice President is 
elected each year. Such an arrangement is different and it 
works like this: All elected officers agree to stay for a three 
year period. The chapter combined constitution and by- 
laws provides for automatic progression, so the Second VP 
moves to First VP, the First VP moves to President, and the 
President gets unhooked! The Secretary/Treasurer is not 
elected, but serves at the pleasure of the Executive Board. 
The Executive Board, which meets each January to plan the 
entire year, consists of the three officers who have been 
elected, as well as the Secretary/Treasurer. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS: A few years ago, the Executive 
Board met to rewrite the chapter combined constitution and 
by-laws. A suggestion was made by the president at that 
time, that each vice president be given an area to manage. 
Thus, the Second VP has responsibility for growth and 
retention, and the First VP has responsibility for chapter 
programs. This suggestion was readily adopted. Accord- 
ingly, the president has a year each of experience in two 
keys areas before taking over as Number One. 


MEETINGS: Chapter 89 has three meetings each year, set 
to be quarterly, with the final meeting being the annual 
business meeting, Since there is only one chapter in South 
Carolina, fora number ofyears the chapter met once in each 
of the three historical geographic divisions of the state. For 
the last few years, however, the meetings have been held in 
Columbia, the capitol of South Carolina, which is more 
centrally located. The meetings are held at a location in 
Columbia which graciously makes a meeting room available 
at no additional charge. Members, spouses and guests may 
order from the menu or tour one of the several buffet bars. 
Meetings commence about noon and are concluded for all 
to arrive home before nighttime. 


PROGRAMS: For a number of years programs were related 
exclusively to amateur radio subjects. Sometimes the ladies 
would gather in a group of their own. More recently, 
however, the group has remained together. There has been 
some concern that program subjects should be varied, to be 
attractive to spouses and guests, who may not be amateurs. 
This year the first program was a first-rate slide presenta- 
tion about a South Carolina based international short wave 
transmitting station, using state-of-the-art equipment. The 
second program will be a presentation about the new State 
Historical Museum, and the final program will be a live 
packet demonstration. 


NETS: Chapter 89 hosts two weekly nets, one on CW and 
one on SSB. Two very dedicated NCS handle those assign- 
ments, receiving information from the Secretary/Treasurer 


regarding new member and other announcements, and 
allowing a great deal of time for good old “ragchewing”. The 
nets are listed in the QCWA Journal, and if propagation ts 
right, come join in! 


NEWSLETTER: A chapier newsletter is mailed between the 
quarterly meetings to all chapter members and to QCWA 
Headquarters. The newsletter frequently includes chapter 
news and QCWA news which pertains to chapter members. 
New member information is included so the member roster 
can be updated. 


CHAPTER RECORDS: Chapter 89 uses a program in BASIC 
as the data base for members. This data base creates the 
member roster, address labels for meeting reminder cards, 
and for other reports. Chapter 89 uses an electronic 
spreadsheet for managing the QCWA award records. A 
great deal of information, keyed from QCWA's REPORT 1 
and REPORT 2, is in the spreadsheet, enabling the instant 
computation of due dates for member's Golden Award, 
endorsements, Century Club Award, and so forth. This 
program also produces the average member age. 


PROJECT: Chapter 89 Is very proud to have been recom- 
mended by the General Manager, and appointed by the 
President of QCWA, to serve as the committee of tellers in the 
national election now underway. The chapter looks forward 
with great enthusiasm to this project and another opportu- 
nity for members to gather and, while performing a needed 
task for QCWA, enjoy themselves in the process. 


FUTURE GOALS: The Chapter 89 goals are not unlike most 
other chapters across the country: to grow, to provide 
interesting meetings, and provide the camaraderie expected 
in a chapter of such a fine organization as QCWA. 


With this article, we conclude the series on the Chapter 
Secretary-Treasurers’ Forum. We have covered, in the last 
several issues, what our outline says was intended. We 
hope a majority of the material presented has been both 
interesting and useful to those who serve their chapters in 
the vital capacity of Secretary-Treasurer, and to others who 
have been following this series. To those who took their time 
to send encouragement to the author by cards and letters, 
amateur radiograms, and telephone calls: thanks so much! 
Particular thanks also go to QCWA Journal Editor, Ted 
Heithecker, W5EJ, for making the space, the opportunity, 
and the inspiration for this series possible.

QCWA Members expressed interest in the litile computa- 
tion of impedances presented in the Spring, 1991 QCWA 
Journal. We promised to show how to solve the problem. 


This sort of problem requires manipulation of vector quan- 
tities. We will have a study of vector manipulation in the 
Journal soon. For the moment we will simply present one 
method of arriving at the solution sought. 


We had asked you to find the measured impedance at point 
“A* of Figure 1, given an antenna (load) impedance of 70 
+j100, a shunt capacitor value of -j110 ohms and a series 
inductor value of +32 ohms. 


Solution: compute the impedance of the antenna and 
shunt capacitor alone then add the series inductance. The 
formula for computing two impedances in parallel is 


Zaxib 

Za + Zb 

It is very easy to multiply impedance values expressed in 
polar notation, therefore, we convert the antenna and 
capacitor impedances to polar form. With this done the 
arithmetic is straight forward as follows. (1) is the imped- 
ance of the antenna and capacitor. (2) is the impedance at 
point "x",

ANOTHER EASY PROBLEM! 


Thanks go to all who worked the problem and wrote 
in. To continue the activity we have another simple 
problem for you to tackle. 


As you know, when computing matching networks all 
loads are assumed to be non-reactive. If they are not 
then it is necessary to modify the load so that it is 
non-reactive (resonant). 


For this issue let us assume an antenna impedance 
for a quarter-wave vertical antenna working 
against ground of 40 +j60 ohms. 


You can resonate that load impedance with either a 
parallel or a series reactance. Determine the 
correct reactive values to resonate the load 
for both a series & parallel reactance. 
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It has been suggested that the QCWA Journal might be 
substantially improved if we would print material having 
some scientific value, We have done a good bit of thinking 
about how we might do this. The first requirement being to 
determine what science is. Our small dictionary defined it 
as: “knowledge covering general truths or the operation of 
general laws. ...” Having madea determination of the term, 
came the problem of what knowledge do we have that might 
possibly be given to members of QCWA? After much soul- 
searching, we have decided to discourse on coils, condens- 
ers, and the simple math required to understand some of 
their uses, 


Before we get into the effort, your editor escaped from 
school in 1930, just a step ahead of my geometry teacher 
who justifiably might have committed mayhem had he been 
a bit younger and fleet of foot. Average grade was D-, a 
passing grade bestowed, not earned, to insure that the 
instructor would not again face up to disaster. With that 
background, if we can do it, so can you! 


When dealing with coils and condensers one must have a 
very minimal understanding of trigonometry. Rest assured 
that ours is minimal. We won't take much time talking 
about trigonometry, but we will touch on it enough to act as 
a refresher, if you are an engineer or mathematician and, if 
neither of those, to help you understand. 


To manipulate inductance and capacitance one must 
recognize the terms cosine (cos), sine (sin) and tangent (tan). 
These are fundamental relations between the sides of a 
right-triangle (a triangle having one 90 degree angle). Look 
al the triangle below, 


Itis aright-triangle with sides A, Band C and angles a, band 
c, The term (cos a) defines the ratio of sides B/C. That ts, 
the result of side B divided by hypotenuse C. For any given 
value of angle a, regardless of the size of the triangle, the 
ratio of side B over side C is always the same identical 
number and is called the cosine of angle (a). Let us look at 
the figure for a jiffy - if angle (a) is reduced to a very small 
value, i.e., (1/100th ofa degree), itis obvious that side C and 
side B are essentially equal (side A is reduced to essentially 
zero). Therefore, it is easy to see that when angle (a) 
approaches zero, if we say side B=1, then side C will equal 
1 and the cosine of (a) will always be very close to 1/1 = 
1.0000, Looking a bit more, let us visualize the triangle 
modified so that angle (a) becomes almost exactly 90 
degrees. Here it is obvious that side A and side C will 
become essentially equal (side B is reduced to essentially 
zero). Therefore, it is easy to see that when angle (a) is 90 
degrees side B becomes zero and the cosine of angle (a) will 
always equal 0/1 = 0.0000. From this we can see that the 


cosine of any angle from 0 to 90 degrees varies from 1.0000 
to 0.0000. The sine of an angle is found in exactly the same 
manner, except that in the given triangle above, the sine is 
found as the ratio of sides A/C. If we look at the triangle 
above, we can see that since the sine of (a) = A/C that ifangle 
Ais reduced to essentially zero, then A becomes zero and if 
C is held to a value of 1, the sin (a) = 0/1 = 0.0000. This is 
just the opposite of cosine a. If angle (a) is increased to 
essentially 90 de . then side A will equal side C and the 
ratio will be 1/1 = 1.0000. Again, just the opposite of the 
value of the cosine of 90 degrees, If you have a hand 
calculator you can easily find the value of the cosine or sine 
ofany angle. Simply enter (45 degrees) and push the button 
(cos) - you will immediately see the answer 0.7071, The 
cosine of 30 will be found to be 0.8660. In like manner, the 
value of the sine of 45 degrees will be found to be .7071 and 
of 30 degrees 0.5000. Note that at present we are thinking 
only of angles between 0 & 90 degrees, where the value of 
each cos and sin Is positive, 


The remaining function is the tangent of an angle included 
inaright-triangle. The tangent is defined as the ratio of “the 
side opposite the angle divided by the side adjacent to the 
angle or, side A/Side B. Looking at this for moment, if angle 
{a) is reduced essentially to zero, then side A becomes zero, 
If we hold side B to a value of 1, then side B/Side A = 0/1 = 
0.0000. And, if we increase angle (a) to essentially 90 
degrees, then side A will be 1.0 and side B will equal 0 and 
tangent angle (a) will be side A/side B = 1/0.0 = infinity. 
Thus, as the angle (a) varies from zero degrees to 90 degrees 
the value of the ratio of A/B changes from zero to infinity. 


Ifyou would like to check yourself, why not take your hand 
calculator and find the values of the following angles: 


Cosine Sine Tangent 
Degrees Value Degrees Value Degrees Value 
30 866 30 .500 30 578 
45 .707 45 .707 45 1,000 
60 .500 60 866 60 1.732 
75 .259 75 966 75 3.732 


A fundamental relationship exists wherein, for any given 
angle, if one squares the cos and sin of the angle, the sum 
of the squares will equal "1.0". Take the 30 degree values 
above, cos30 = .866 and sin30 =.500. .866 squared + .500 
squared equals 1.000 - and so it is for all. Obviously, if you 
know the cosine of an angle you can easily find the sin - for 
instance, ifyou know the cos of 30 = .866, then the sin of 30 
would equal (1 - .866 squared) or .500. Work out several 
examples to convince yourself that the relationship is truly 
an identity! 


Now you might ask, what in H--- do I want with cosines, 
sines and tangents - well, ifyou want to learn to calculate the 
effects of inductances and capacitors when used in electri- 
cal circuits, you will find them very important, even 
indispensable! In our next issue of the Journal, we will 
make plain why this is so. We'll dig into the beauties of 
simple algebra and complex numbers - and be properly 
humble as we consider that middle-east mathematicians 
were considering these things several hundred years ago! 
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The Spring, 1991 Journal posed a question - what did the 
term "decrement" have to do with amateur radio in the early 
days? We were rescued from terminal difficulties by How- 
ard Francis, W9NHM ... . who sent in the following lucid 
definition: 


“Decrement is a measure of "damping" 


"Damping means removing energy from any kind of oscil- 
lating system - mechanicalor electrical - insucha way that 
the amplitude of successive cycles decreases uniformly. If 
the amplitude of every cycle falls by a specific fraction of its 
predecessor, then the logarithm of that fraction is the 
“logarithmic decrement." 


In the early days when the source of RF energy was a series 
of oscillatory spark discharges, many frequencies were 
present in the source itself. In order to selectively transfer 
@ narrow segment of frequencies to the antenna, tuned 
circuits were used. Each spark produced a multi-frequency 
pulse of RF energy; the portion near the "resonant fre- 
quency" of the circuit was passed on. As today, the 
"sharper" the resonance curve of that circuit, the "narrower" 
was the band of frequencies passed to the radiator. Buthere 
is where the rub came. Because the circuit providing the 
frequency selection was the very same circuit that fed the 
antenna, I presume the engineer of those days had to walk 
a line between very light loading of the circuit - giving a 
sharper signal - and heavier loading - giving a louder but 
broader signal. These days, we refer to the degree of loading 
ofa circuit in terms of "Q" - the lower the Q the heavier the 
loading. In those days, the loading was in terms of “decre- 
ment," which is proportional to 1/Q (it is actually pi/Q). 


The important difference between "then" and "now" is that 
we now have a "continuous wave" RF source of a single 
frequency. We can couple it to an antenna via a circuit with 
aQ of 1 ifwe wish - because now selectivity doesn't matter! 
But in the spark days, the very circuit that could sharpen 
your signal would reduce its power. Hence the concern with 
“decrement”. 


And, then comes Bob Baird, WONN! 


Let's discuss the word Decrement, a term you "johnny- 
come-latelys" are quite unfamiliar with. A very common 
word in use during the spark era of 1919 - 1925. I found it 
to be very important in the operation of my little wireless 
station which consisted of a 40,000 volt “coffin” trans- 
former, a large rotary gap, oil filled condensers, 6-wire T- 
antenna and a backyard of buried wires, copper plates, 
anything metal. 


During operation, if you couldn't draw a six-inch flame off 
the lead-in with a long wood-handle screw driver, you 
needed "more decrement". If the noise from the rotary 
could only be heard two city blocks, you needed “more 
decrement". During night operation if the greenish corona 
appearing at the ends of the aerial were only three feet long, 
you needed "more decrement”. If there were only a bushel 
of earth-worms on the ground above your ground system, 
you needed "more decrement". During daytime operation, 


if the lights in your neighbors houses only lit up half- 
brilliance you knew you needed "more decrement". But, 
when your signal could wipe out everything from 215 to 170 
meters, you knewyou had achieved "sufficient decrement."! 


Editor's comment: Does anyone doubt that Bob “was 
there"? Our thanks go to Bob for bringing back memories 
of long ago - and yes, it really was like he describes it. 
Unless you have had the thrill of hearing a rotary tearing up 
the atmosphere, the explosion when you let the rotary wind- 
down, you will never know the reason why hams were so 
loath to give up spark! A great story of another time and 
place which we will not again see.

Stan Andrews, K6MO adds a bit : 


On decrement - “when a circuit of capacitance and induc- 
tance is energized or de-energized, an oscillation is set up 
in the circuit. The resonant frequency of oscillation is 
dependent on the values of C and Land to some extent, the 
resistance. The oscillation set up in the circuit slowly 
decays to the steady-state value of zero and the waveform 
is called a "Damped Wave". The difference in amplitude of 
each successive oscillation in the same direction ts called 
the decrement or more properly the Logarithmic Decrement 
to the base e. One popular formula for determining decre- 
ment is; 


The most popular use of decrement was by amateur radio 
operators and others to adjust their spark transmitters to 
the proper length of damped wave. Our government at one 
time (1920) specified that no sending station should trans- 
mit with a highly damped wave. The minimum number of 
cycles being 23 until the oscillations were at 10 percent of 
maximum level. Problems in adjusting the spark transmit- 
ter to meet those requirements were many and varied. The 
most common, was the to need to keep the spark as short 
as possible in order to not short out the initial oscillations 
and over-damp the wave.

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THE UP-SIDE & DOWN-SIDE OF OZONE! 


Editors Comment: This is one of what we hope will be many 
discourses on the world around us, brought to you by 
QCWA Member, Howard T. Francis, W9NHM. Write him at:

Why do meteorologists bewail the discovery of an "ozone 
hole” over the earth's poles, yet warn citizens to stay indoors 
on days when the "ozone level" is high? Is it good stuff or is 
it bad? What is ozone and why should we worry about it? 


When many of us started to play with electricity we noticed 
that a spark coil would produce a characteristic odor after 
a few minutes of operation--not foul-smelling nor particu- 
larly unpleasant. In fact, we were told the smell was "ozone," 
and It actually "purified" the air. Now, sixty years later, we 
wonder what is going on to cause such a world-wide fuss 
over ozone! 


First, what is meant by the word "ozone?" When a chemist 
uses the word he means only one thing: a triangular 
molecule made of three oxygen atoms in a ring, designated 
Os. 


When a weatherman gives air pollution data he uses the 
term "ozone level" to include ozone and a number of 
additional chemical substances that contribute to "smog" 
and its associated breathing hazards. When an atmos- 
pheric scientist refers to ozone depletion in the strato- 
sphere, he means the chemical 0s. 


Historically, ozone as a chemical never had much of a 
career. When I first started to work (1942) at Armour 
Research Foundation in Chicago (now IITRI) the Chemistry 
department was producing ozone in quantity -- using an 
electrical discharge process. Because of its high chemical 
activity as an “oxidizing agent" it was hoped that ozone could 
be shipped and marketed as a bleaching agent (paper pulp, 
¢.g,) or as an alternative to chlorine in water treatment. 
Unfortunately, pure ozone is very toxic and compressed 
ozone had a habit of exploding when least expected! Later, 
when jet airplanes began to carry passengers to 40,000 feet 
the FAA sponsored extensive research (also at ARF) to 
identify any hazards related to ozone at those altitudes. In 
the end, safety of air travel at high altitudes was estab- 
lished, but not before several of my friends made dozens of 
expense-paid jet trips all over the globe. They carefully 
tended their ozone analyzers while in flight, of course, but 
we were surely envious of their R & R stop-overs in London, 
Paris, etc.! 


Now, many years later -- primarily in urban areas -- nature 
and man conspire to produce "smog." While a precise 
description of either the composition of smog or its mecha- 
nism of formation is elusive, one authoritative source says 
this: “Photochemical smog. . . . forms when solar radiation 
acts on emissions -- notably nitrogen oxides and hydrocar- 
bons from vehicle exhausts -- to produce an undesirable 
mixture of gases near the ground. The major component is 
"ozone...*" Not too definitive, I would say. 


In the stratosphere, things are quite different. The inten- 


sity of ilumination is very high -- and includes much 
ultraviolet radiation. The air pressure is quite low, which 
means that molecules don't bump into each other very 
often. When ultraviolet light hits an oxygen molecule (02) the 
oxygen atoms break apart and float around as individual 
atoms. When one of these (reactive) atoms hits another 
oxygen molecule, it forms an ozone molecule. These ozone 
molecules float around for an extended period and are 
themselves particularly good at absorbing ultraviolet. When 
they do, they break up into an oxygen molecule and an 
oxygen atom, starting the circular chain again, This cyclic 
process continues under self-determined equilibrium con- 
ditions. The important point is that a considerable ozone 
concentration is maintained at all times, which results ina 
high rate of ultraviolet absorption. 


This has been going on for a long time, resulting in fairly 
habitable conditions at the earth's surface -- as far as the 
ultraviolet level is concerned, But then came the "chlor- 
fluoro-carbons,” used as refrigerants, propellants, etc., and 
known as "“freons.". These things are extremely stable, 
almost “inert” gases when released into the atmosphere at 
ground level. They pose no toxic threat and it is estimated 
that they may hang around for 60 to 100 years. And even 
now -- after tons and tons have been released -- the total 
atmospheric concentration is only a few parts per billion! 


But they don't stay at ground level! They gradually diffuse 
{as all gases will) to occupy all available space in the 
atmosphere. When they get into that vacuous region of the 
stratosphere (50 or 60 miles up) they get hit by ultraviolet 
light and break up. The chlorine atoms then play havoc with 
the nicely orchestrated ozone-oxygen-ultraviolet dance de- 
scribed earlier. Without going into great detail, the chlorine 
atoms react with both oxygen and ozone. They reduce the 
equilibrium concentration ofozone toa level where it doesn't 
effectively absorb ultraviolet light -- hence the "ozone hole” 
and the resultant hazard to us at ground level. 


Unfortunately, the ozone produced in smog Is too reactive 
to diffuse all the way to the stratosphere, where it could be 
usefull And the freons are too inert at ground level (not 
enough ultraviolet) to help destroy smog! So ozone is "good" 
up in the stratosphere, but “bad” at ground level, while 
chloro-fluoro-carbons are harmless at ground level, but 
produce an undesirable effect on our ultraviolet shield in 
the stratosphere. 


But there is hope. The freons are rapidly being phased out 
and replaced by non-chlorine compounds. And maybe our 
smog problem will go away when we all drive electric cars!
